London, November 14.—(British 
Wireless Service.)—A _ significant 
message from the allied high com- 
mand to the German high command 
has been sent out by the French 
government wireless station. It 
reads: 

“The commanders of the German 
armies continue to propose to the 
commanders of the allied armies 
facing them that they should imme- 
diately hand over their war mate- 
‘Tial and prisoners to the allies.” 


The German. soldiers in various 
eections of the occupied territory 
have apparently been -getting out 
of hand. In some places they have 
a€tiacked their commanders and 
raised the red flag of revolution. 


ADVANCE INTO 
GERMANY BEGINS. 


Paris, November 14.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Germany’s troops 
began to evacuate France and Bel- 
zgium oon Tuesday. The allied 
troops then moved forward, the 
Americans advancing in the direc- 
tion of Metz and Strassburg. 

Marshal Foch will make solemn 
entries into these German fort- 
resses on Sunday in the presence 
of President Poincare and Premier 
Clemenceau. The marshal will 
ride into the cities on Croesus, his 
favorite charger. 

It is probable that the depart- 
ments in the re-won territory will 
assume their old names, namely, 
Bas Rhin, prefecture of Strassburg, 
Haut Rhin, prefecture of Colmar, 
and in Moselle, prefecture of Metz. 
The government already is consid- 
ering the establishment of pro- 
visional administrative arrange- 
ments. 

The occupation of territory on the 
left bank of the Rhine and the 
bridgeheads will not be undertaken 
by the allied forces until later: 

The liberation of Belgium prom- 
ises to be rapidly accomplished. On 
the occasion of the re-entry of the 
Belgian sovereign into Brussels the 
French government has decided to 
present to the queen the grand cordon 
of the Legion of Honor and to the 
heir-apparent the Chevalier’s cross 
and the cross of war. 

In conformity with the agreement 
reached between Marshal Foch and 
tie German delegates, a period of 
five days has been allowed to the 
enemy im which to hand over all the 
armament material stipulated in the 
armistice. 

The French command asked the 
Germans for information as_ to 
where mines had been laid and was 
informed that some had been placed 
in the Ostend station and timed to 
explode yesterday. The German 
command accordingly was asked to 
send officers to locate the explo- 
sives. 

An additional day. making fifteen 
days in all, from the date of the 
armistice, has been granted to the 
enemy to evacuate Belgium, Luxem- 
burg, Alsace-Lorraine. 

Marshal Foch has directed the 
Germans to send officers to the 
King of the Belgians at Bruges to 
give information ‘Tegarding the 
German and Luxenburg railroad 
and canal systems, and the naviga- 
tion of the Rhine. 

The Germans today are sending 
an officer to Chimay to _ arrange 
with French officers for the hand- 
ing over of the arms ~nd material 
which Germany has to surrender, 


With the American Army in 
France, November 14, 1:30 p. m.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—The 
Germans opposite the first Ameri- 
can army north and northeast of 
Verdun are reported to be moving 
northward rapidly.

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OFFICIALS SILENT 
ON CONFERENCE 
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Absolutely No Specula- 
tion as to Assembling of 
Peace Delegates—Su- 
preme War Council to 
Decide. 


Washington, November 14.—In ad- 
vance of the meeting of the 
preme war council soon to be held 
at Versailles, officials here decline 
to discuss the approaching peace 
conference or to indicate any views 
the government may have as to the 
time or place of its assembly. Amer- 
ica’s suggestjons on these subjects 
probably wi be presented to the 
council itself by Colonel E. M. 
House, the government's. special 
representative in Europe. 

Much of the real work of the 
peace conference, it is believed here, 
already has been done by the su- 
preme war council. As a prelim- 
inary to the meeting of the confer- 
ence, however, it will be necessary 
for the allied and American govern- 
ments to decide to what extent and 
by what title the provisional gov- 
ernments, which have seized the 
reins of power in Berlin and Vien- 
na, represent the peoples of their 
countries, This is a delicate sub- 
ject and officials today confessed 
that they had only foggy ideas as 
to the actual governmental situa- 
tions in these capitals.

No Recognition. 

The state department has been 
receiving communications through 
neutral agencies from the de facto 
governments, but for the most part 
has so cautiously phrased its replies 
as to avoid any such recognition as 
might afterwards prove embarrass- 
ing. 

The development of the separatist 
movement in Austria and Germany, 
resulting in the uprising of so-cal!l- 
ed independent republics on the ba- 
sis of former German and Austrian 
provinces, promises to present much 
difficulty in the further progress 
of peace negotiations. Each of 
these states wishes to be repre- 
sented independently at the peace 
table and adjustment of all these 
delicate questions is one of the 
tasks devolving on the supreme 
war council. 


May Grant Relief. 


In some quarters today it was 
Suggested that the supreme war 
council also may consider at this 
time some of the protests which 
have been made by the defeated 
central powers or their component 


states against certain features of! 
the armistice, which they assert are | 


unworkable or else calculated to 
create serious conditions among the 
distressed civilian populations. 
Should the supreme war council 
decide that some of these ‘terms 
may safely be modified to prevent 
such acute distress as will strength- 
en the threatening evil of an era 
of Bolshevikism in central Europe, 
some diplomatic observers regard 
it as possible that relief will be 
granted. In no event, however, 
would any change that would tn 
any way jeodardize the maintenance 
by the allies and America of abso- 
lute military domination over the 
defeated foe be made, 


VERSAILLES MOST 
CONVENIENT PLACE 


TO MAKE PEACE| 


Paris, November 14.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The general feel- 
ing of the associated governments is 
that Versailles—Paris—is the most 
convenient place to hold the peace 
conference, and if this were decided 
upon it also would serve as a rec- 
ognition of the paramount posi- 
tion of France in the war. 

In addition to these considerations 
there are certain practical ones. of 
telegraph and cable facilities and 
easy communication between the 
capitals and the ample living accom- 
modations as compared with those in 
the smaller Holland and Switzerland 
cities. 

Agents of the various allied coun- 
tries are already seeking larze 
houses in Paris for their delegations. 
The American representation will 
move from the small residence which 
Colonel House and his staff now 
occupy to one much larger.

PEACE DELEGATES. 

Paris. November 13. — Philipp 
Scheidemann, German majority so- 
cialist leader, probably will head the 
German delegates to the peace con- 
ference, according to Zurich dis- 
patches to L’Inf&mation. In diplo- 
matic circles it is not believed the 
German delegates can be nominated 
before the end of the week. 

It is pointed out there that it will 
be difficult to make up a common 
delegation ‘now that Germany has 
two score of republics apparently 
Without relation between them- 
selves, 


To Call Assembly, 

Berne, Switzerland, November 12. 
The new Berlin government, accord- 
ing to the Frankfort Zeitung, after 
some resistance from the independ- 
ent socialists, has resolved that as 
soon as the business program has 
been settled it will take up the ques- 
tion of the convocation of national 
assembly, 

News reaching here seems to 
show that a serious effort is being 
made in Berlin to maintain order 
and to prevent the movement from 
degenerating into anarchy.

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GERMANY’S WOMEN 
ASK MODIFICATION 
ARMISTICE TERMS 


November 14.—Ap- 
peals addressed to Mrs. Woodrow 
Wilson and Miss Jane Addams, of 
Chicago, on behalf of the women of 
Germany asking that the armistice 
terms be modified to prevent “un- 
speakable disaster” have been sent 
from the German Wireless station at 
Nauen, They were picked up by the 
military intelligenc. radio at Haul- 
ton, Maine, and were made public 
tonight by the war department. 

The appeal to Mrs. Wilson said the 
women .and children of Germany 
have been “starving for years” and 
that they “will die from hunger by 
the millions” unless the terms of 
the armistice are changed so that 
sufficient rolling stock will be made 
available for moving food from the 
farms. It was dated at Berlin and 
signed by Gerturd Baeumer and 
Alice Soloman for the “national 
council of women of Germany.” 

The appeal to Miss Addams was 
from Anita Augsburg at Poz under 
date of yesterday. It said that the 
German women “foreseeing entire 
famishment and mutiny for their 
country” urged “their American sis- 
ters” to intercede to have the 
armistice terms modified. 

“We are all free voters of a free 
republic now, greeting you heartily,” 
the appeal spid, aie

city. Reports are current that Ger- 
inan soldiers have mutinied there 
and shot their officers and are burn- 
ing and pillaging the city.

The secretary estimated that ex- 
penditures during the fiscal year 
ending next June 30 now would be 
instead of the $24,- 
000,000,000 estimated before there 
were prospects of peace. He declar- 
ed for continuation of the policy of 
loaning to the allies for a limited 
time during reconstruction after 
peace to enable them to purchase 
foodstuffs, raw materials and man- 
ufactured products in this country. 

Other Recommendations, 

Other recommendations were: 

That income and profits taxes be 
payable in four equal quarterly in- 
stallments on March 15, June 16, 
September 15 and December 15. 

That excess profit tax rates for 
payments due next year be no high- 
er than those in the existing law. 

That necessary safeguards be pro- 
vided by war and excess profits 
taxes in the form of adequate pro- 
visions for amortization, conserva- 
tive valuation in inventories, and 
ascertainment of minimum income 
which shall be exempted from the 
tax to insure the taxpayer against 
injustice and avoidable injury.

While Charlie Chaplin was de- 
lighting thousands of Atlantans in 
his latest release, “Shoulder Arms,” 
at the Forsyth and the Criterion 
theater® yesterday, the managers of 
these two houses were in Judge 
Pendleton’'s court, where a legal 
fight Wew vellin uaged over the dou- 
ble showing. 

The fight was caused by the action 
of Jake Wells, lessee of the Forsyth, 
in applying for an injunction to pre- 
vent the picture being shown at the 
Criterion theater, and also to pre- 
vant future releases being presented 
there. 

The action was brought by Mr. 
Wells against the First National 
Exhibitors’ association, and the Cri- 
terion’ theater, Sig Samuels and 
Willard Patterson were made par- 
ties to the suit. 

Mr. Wells set forth that he was 
being injured financially and that 


his contract, which read for the city 


of Atlanta, gave him the exclusive 
right to play the picture here. 

His contract was made last March, 
while that of the Criterion was 
made last August. Affidavits were 
presented from leading distribu- 
tors to tls2 effect that by customs 
and rules, the cOntract which Mr 
Wells had for the Chaplin releases 
entitkad him to the first-run priv- 
ileges in Atlanta.

This organization was fermed 
to place government contracts, and 
to furnish the government complete 
data concerning the southeast’s in- 
dustries. Mr. Otis Thursday sent in- 
structions to all the subvegional 
cahirmen in the district to send in 
weekly reports concerning questions 
of labor, material, fuel, power and 
transportation.

GOMPERS ANNOUNCES 
PEACE AIMS OF LABOR 


Laredo, Texas, November 14,— 
Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, to- 
day made known the program which 
organized labor in America wishes 
to have embraceé@ in the interna- 
tional peace treaty. A _ resolution 
embracing five fundamental prin- 
ciples and seven secondary planks 
was introduced by Mr. Gompers be- 
fore the pan-American labor con- 
ference, which was organized here 
today. The resolution is being con- 
sidered tonight by the resolutions 
committee which will make its re- 
port to the conference tomorrow. 

The labor peace plan declares 
against reprisals for the purpose of 
punishment, but makes no mention 
of indemnities. 

Order would be secured by a 
league of free peoples of the world 
bonded together to enforce justice 
and peace in relations between na- 
tions, The welfare of the people 
affected, the resolutions declares, 
must always be the sole factor in 
determining changes and adjust- 
ments in power. 

An internation] eight-hour work 
day and an international child la- 
bor law are two of the results or- 
ganized labor wishes to see come 
out of the war, the latter to be ef- 
fected by denial of shipping facili- 
ties to goods manufactured by chil- 
dren under 16 years. 

Resolutions embodying 6ugges- 
tions as to the machinery to be 
adopted in perfecting an interna- 
tional organization were submitted 
by delegates from Mexico and the 
south and Central American coun- 
tries. They will be reported to the

German camps were released imme- 
diately bv the signing of the Ger- 
man armistice. according to the 
latest figures prenared by the Amer- 
ican Red Cross in Switzerland. 

This number includes all the 
Americans captured to November 1. 
It is estimated that only a few hun- |} 
dred more Americans were captured 
after that date. 

Of the total 
to be released 


number of prisoners 
2 380 are army men, 
12 are from the navy and 140 are 
civilians. In the camps were 241 
army officers and 2.139 non-commis- 
sioned officers and privates, and 
three naval officers and nine sailors. 

A majority of the privates were 
at the Rastatt camp. There were 
117 at Giessen and 103 at Limburg. 

There were 108 officers at Villen- 
gen. 423 at Karlsruhe, 29 at Land- 
shut and 29 at Rastatt.
